IT GETS ITS ORDINANCE. 


SECURING WHAT IT ASKED. 


After a Sharp Debate the Council Takes 
Action—Only Five Negative Votes Re- 
corded—An Unsuccessfal Attempt at 
First Made to Have It Recommitted— 
Dvorak Challenges the Vote and a Scene 
Ensues—Text of the Ordinance as Passed. 

When the Council met last night the South 

Side L' road ordinance fight, begun last 


Ald. Gahan moved to recommit the ordi- 
nance to the Committee on Streets and Alleys 
South. Ald. Harris moved to table Ald. 
Gahan’s This was lost by a tie vote. 
At this point Ald. Ryan took Ald. Cullerton’s 
place in the chair and the latter resumed his 
seat on the floor to suppott the measure.

Gahan then renewed his motion and fought 
for it-on the ground that the ordinance came 
from the committee in an irregular way. Ald.

Ald. Cullerton then, spoke and made a 
forcible speech in favor of the ordinance. Ho 
said that he had never. opposed an elevated 
road ordinance. Three years ago the peti- 
tioner for this ordinance began his operations | 
looking toward a system of rapid transit 
for the South Side. Over $2,000,000 had 
been paid in rights of way, and finally the 
company, having done all it possibly could do, 
found itself unable to preceed further than | 
Congress street unless permitted to traverse 
an alley. It was not the company that asked 
for that privilege; it was a majority of the 
propertyowners directly interested. The Com- 
missioner of Public Works had verified that 
frontage and found it correct. All the oppo- 
sition to so beneficial a measure grew out of 
the old State street deal, for which one man 
was spending eight years in the New’ York 
State prison. Cable road interests were op- 
posing it. In the dark behind all the opposi- 
tion lay the infamous State street deal! 

Ald. Dvorak declared that an attempt had 
been made to get the or‘tinance through un- 
der gag rule. Bulldozing he would not per- 
mit even before election. 

Ald. Gahan again repeated his charge that 
the ordinance was railroaded through the 
committee and declared his absolute honesty 
in the matter. 

Ald. Hepburn was in favor of the ordinance, 
but he did not like to have such great privi- 
leges accorded for the paltry sum of $1,400 
per year. He should offer an amendment at 
the proper time which would reconcile the 
whole South Side delegations with its provi- 
sions. 

Ald. McAbee hotly desired to know why 
Chairman Hickey was mot present. His ex- 
planation was that Mr. Hickey feared to face 
the Council’s questions,

The 
President and Secretary of State were pleased 
that the determination of the United States 
not to lose its temper was meeting with a 
gratifying response soearly. It is probable 
that private advices from Minister Porter at 
Rome confirmed the belief they entertained 
when Secretary Blaine addressed his note to 
Marquis Imperiali that what the Italian Gov- 
ernment most needed in the crisis was a little 
time for reflection. 

The evidence that public sentiment’ in the 
United States thoroughly upheld the stand 
taken by the Administration was no less pleas- 
ing than the knowledge that the negotiations 
between Italy and the United States could 
now go forward without danger of a diplo- 
matic rupture, This was the interpretation 
placed upon the assurances contained in Mar- 
quis Rudini’s dispatch. Practically the status 
of the case remains where it was before Baron 
Fava’s recall. Diplomatic intercourse is not 
interrupted and the usual correspondence will 
go forward on all the bearings of the case.

MR. FARWELL’S RAVEN NOTE OF DISCORD. 

The Republican City Convention put Mr. 
Hempstead Washburne in the field for Mayor 
on a platform which dealt with local issues 
alone.

No reflecting man really believes that Elmer 
Washburn can be elected Mayor of Chicago 
next Tuesday.

The 
impatience of the aggrieved may be natural, but 
its indulgénce does not always secure the most 
substantial justice. 

It did not fall within the limits of Mr, 
Blaine’s reply to institute an inquiry as to the 
character of the men about whom the Italian 
Government is making such a clamor. 


SECRETARY BLAINE’S REPLY TO ITALY. 

The reply of Secretary Blaine to the com- 
munication of Baron Fava, the Italian Min- 
ister, in which the latter sets forth the grounds 
upon which his Government recalled him is, 
like every other paper that proceeds from his 
pen, clear cut, convincing, and dignified. It 
appears from the correspondence that the 
Italian Government set forth two demands for 
reparation, The first includes an official 
assurance by the Federal Government that 
the guilty parties shall be brought to justice. 
To this Mr. Blaine makes the following pithy 
but convincing answer: 

The President is unable to see how any Govern- 
ment could justly give an assurance of this char- 
acter in advance of a trial and à verdict of 

“guilty.” In the Constitution of the United 
States t is declared that in all criminal prosecu- 
tions the accused shall enjoy the right to a speedy 
and public trial by an impartial jury of the State 
and district wherein the crime shall have been 
committed.“ 

It needs no argument to prove that a jury could 
not be impartial if it were in any sense or to any 
degree bound before the trial of the accused by 
an assurance which the President of the United 
States had ventured to give to a foreign Power. 


In the Constitution of the State of Louisiana, 


under whose immediate jurisdiction the crimes 
were committed, substantially the same provision 
is found, so that the Governor of that State would 
be as unable to give a pledge in advance for the 
result of a trial under the State law as the Presi- 
dent would be were it practicable to try the lead- 
ers of the mob under the laws of the United 
States. 

It is apparent from the nature of this first 
demand that the Italian Government either 
does not understand the nature of the situa- 
tion or is willfully blind to it. In either case 
Mr, Blaine’s reply must open its eyes. Our 
treaty with Italy guarantees Italians the same 
protection under our laws which Americans 
have. The Government has gone just as far 
as it can under our laws, and it has expressed 
the desire that the matter shall be satisfactorily 
adjusted. It has conveyed to the State of 
Louisiana its desire that it shall be investi- 
gated, and that investigation is now proceea- 
ing. It cannot take upon itself the execution 
of Louisiana’s criminal laws. It cannot en- 
gage that the courts of any State shall admin- 
ister justice. It cannot guarantee the finding 
of a local jury in any State. In this respect 
our Republic is different from European mon- 
archies, in which one Parliament is sovereig n. 
Italy knew this when it made the treaty, and 
it understood, or should have understood, the 
limitations of our Federal Government in its 
relation to the States. If Italy chooses to 
sever diplomatic rélations with us because the 
Administration Will not guarantee the sort of 
jury verdict Italy demands we shall have to do 
without Italy’s triendship as long as it is in 
that mood of mind. When it recovers its 
normal reason we shall be ready to resume 
relations of friendship. 


NEWBERRY’S LATEST RAID ON CHICAGO 
INTERESTS. 

About the comniencement of the last ses- 
sion of Congress Col. Abner Taylor introduced 
a bill making an appropriation of four mill- 
ions for a new Post-Office building in this 
city. He pushed it with great energy. He ex- 
torted a favorable report from the Supervis 
ing Architect. He won over the Committee 
on Appropriations, Had he been let alone he 


would have gotten his bill through and this 


summer work would have been commenced 
on the new structure. 

In an unhappy moment for Chicago the 
Democratic Congressman-elect from the 
North Side, Gen. Newberry, visited Wash- 
ington. Naturally enough, since he was a 
Chicagoan and had been Postmaster (here 
a few weeks), Democratic members, especially 
from the South, asked him if there 
was any need of a new building in his city.

BUICIDES OF GERMAN CHILDREN, 


They Are Brought About by the Dreadfal 
Strain of School Discipline. 

Curcaao, April 2,—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—I think I am able to solve the problem of 
the cause of the great number of suicides by 

children of Berlin. I find in the columns of 
your paper statistics showing sixty-two deaths 
by suicide of. children of Berlin between 7 
and 15 years of age within one year, and I am 
much inclined to attribute the cause to the 
overburdening of the children with learning 
and to the severe punishment administered by 
their teachers and parents in case of small 
faults or negligence, 

I am 45 years of age today. I left Berlin 
when I was 19 years old, but I often yet dream 
of the terrible time of my childh and feel 
relieved when I awake and find myself a 
grown-up American citizen. My father was a 
well-known and well-to-do physician in Berlin, 
highly educated.

Through the interference of my oldest 
brother, then City Attorney at Berlin, we soon 
got a somewhat milder teacher and our suffer- 
ings were partly reheved. 

Cases similar to this, where -overburdening 
with studies and a too severe punishment are 
complained of by Berlin children, are fre- 
quent, and there can be no doubt that the 
greater number of suicides by children are 
caused by this calamity.

German Syndicate Representatives Dake a 
Trip to Bloom-—Other Realty Matters. 
The Village of Bloom was the scene of un- 
usual activity for a short time yesterday after- 
noon. The representatives of the German 
syndicate which has purchased 3,400 acres in 
‘Bloom Township were on the grounds making 
a final examination. The party left Polk 
street depot at 11:30 on a special train and 
went south to the erossing of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois railroad.

The Resources of the Country to Be De- 
veloped Thoroughly. 

Crry or Mxzxico (via Galveston), April 1.—An 
English company proposes to open up steam com- 
munication on the Grijalva River from Frontera 
on the Gulf of Mexico to Chiapas.

The money market offers not a single new feat- 
ure. Deposits are steadily increasing, as they 
have been doing for sometime.
